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BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  HISTORY  OF  THE 

Y.    M.    C.   A. 

The  Young:  Men's  Christian  Association  had 
its*  origin  m  one  man,  Sir  George  Williams 
of  Tendon  in  the  year  1844.  In  his  early  life, 
George  felt*  the  need  of  daily  prayer  and 
spiritual  uplift  to  such  a  strong-  degree  that 
he  called  his  friends  tog-ether  each  morning 
m  a  little  room  in  his  establishment  for  a 
few  minutes  of  prayer  and  praise  service. 
Thus  did  the  Y"  get  its  start',  and  ever  since 
that  date  it  has  been  growing-,  each  year 
being  better  able  to  serve  the  cause  of 
humanity  and  to  aid  in  the  spread  of  the 
doctrines  and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  To- 
day the  organization  encircles  the  globe) 
daily  bringing  together  young,  men  and  boys 
mto  a  brotherhood  which  keeps  alive  the 
ttpmt  of  Christ. 

Tn  order  that  the  young  men  of  the  colleges 
of  the  world  might  keep  in  closer  touch  with 
things  spiritual  and  that  the  Christian 
Spirit  might  reign  in  the  hearts  of  students 
everywhere,  a  branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the 
Student  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
has  been  organized.  The  Citadel  of  course 
w  a  member  of  this  powerful  organization.

Infts  re'gWs  work,  the  association  conduct 
a  nrayer  service  every  mornmg  for  the  bene 
fit  of  Si  ^o  care  to  attend,  special  services 
every  Sunday  night  with  varied  forms  of  en- 
tertainment, and  brief,  chapel  services  each 
morning  in  the  messhall  before  the  corps 
marches  out  from  breakfast  It  sends* el  ega^ 
tions  to  the  Conference  at  Blue  Ridge  ana 
the  State  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Officers'  Conference  at 
Columbia.  Also,  during  the  year  a  course  in 
Bible  study  by  eminent  leaders  m  religious 
work  is  given. 

-Tor  manv  cadets  who  do  not  engage  in  the 
major  sports  of  the  college,  the  "Y'  sponsors 
campus  football,  indoor  baseball,  volley  ball, 
and  other  sports  which  fill  a  great  need  for 
physical    exercise. 

The  recreation  hall  is  furnished  with  a 
phonograph,  carrom  boards,  checker  boards, 
and  numerous  appropriate  pictures.  It  is 
open  at  all  times  and  cadets  find  it  an  «*e«l~ 
lent  place  in  which  to  spend  their  r  spare 
time.  _ 

Other  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.    »re    too    wnmerous    to    mention    and    tne 
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results  are  impossible  to  ascertain ;  but  one 
may  rest  assured  that  everything  possible  is 
done  "to  lead  young  men  to  faith  in  God 
through  Jesus   Christ". 

To  aid  the  <4Y"  secretary  in  the  under- 
takings of  the  association,  several  cadet'  com~ 
mittees  have  been  organized.  These  commit* 
tees  are  listed  under  the  headings:  Morning 
Watch,  Religious  Service,  Conference,  Hospi- 
tal, "Y"  Post  Office,  Publicity,  Freshmen 
Aid,  and  Foreign  Missions.  Besides  being  of 
great  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
organization,  these  committees  help  to  incul- 
cate into  the  minds  of  students  that  the  "Y" 
is  essentially  a  student  affair  and  that  tt* 
success  depends  upon  their  support  and  co~ 
operationi.

MEMBERSHIP 


All  students  at  matriculation  become  mem- 
bers of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion of  The  Citadel.  According  to  the  rule 
of  the  National  Council,  the  membership  is 
divided  into  two  classes,  namely:  active  and 
associate.  The  active  membership  is  com- 
posed of  those  students  who  are  members  of 
and  in  good  standing  with  an  evangelical 
church.  These  students  alone  are  eligible  to 
vote  and  hold  office  in  the  association.  The 
associate  members,  students  who  do  not  come 
under  the  above  ruling,  are)  accorded  all  other 
privileges.        This    division    should    not   cause 
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any  friction  in  the  activities  of  the  "Y"  and 
as  long  as  the  aim  of  each  cadet  is  service  to 
God   and   his   fellowman,   this   will  not   be.

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HISTORICAL    SKETCH 

Previous  to  the  year  1841.  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  had  two  depositories  for  its 
arms  and  munitions  of  war — one  known  as 
The  Citadel,  in  the  City  of  Charleston;  the 
other  known  as  The  Arsenal,  in  the  City  of 
Columbia.  These  were  guarded  by  companies 
of  enlisted  men  and  trained  officers,  and  were 
maintained  at  an  expense  of  twenty-four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

It  was  Governor  Richardson  who  made  the 
suggestion  that  these  garrisons  be  replaced 
by  young  men,  who,  while  serving  as  guards, 
should  receive  military  training,  and  instruc- 
tion in  the  practical  and  mechanical  arts. 
Under  the  administration  of  his  successor, 
Governor  Hammond,  an  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture was  passed,  on  December  20,  1842.  cre- 
ating The  Citadel  and  Arsenal  Academies. 

The  Board  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  lost  no  time 
in  performing  its  duty,  and  the  Faculty  of 
The  Citadel  was  elected  on  February  23rd 
following.  By  the  20th  of  March,  both  The 
Citadel  and  The  Arsenal  were  in  operation. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  studies  for  The 
Citadel,  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  says: 

"The  Board  has  aimed  at  a  system  of  edu- 
cation at  once  scientific  and  practical,  and 
which,  if  their  original  design  is  carried  out, 
will  eminently  qualify  the  cadets  there 
taught  for  almost  any  station  and  condition 
of  life, 

* 'During  the  course,  besides  the  usraal 
branches  taught  at  the  primary  ttboqia  W 
the  State,  they  will  be  instructed  in  the  his- 
tory of   South  Carolina,   modern  history,  tat 
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French  language,  every  department  of  mathe- 
matics, bookkeeping,  rhetoric,  moral  philoso- 
phy, architectural  and  topographical  drawing, 
natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  geology,  miner- 
ology,  botany,  civil  and  military  engineering, 
the  constitutional  law  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  law  of  nations.  In  addition  to  that 
course,  they  will  be  instructed  in  the  duties 
of  the  soldier,  the  school  of  the  company  and 
the  battalion,  the  science  of  war,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  line,  and  the  duties  of  commis- 
sioned  officers." 

The  Arsenal,  at  first  co-equal  with  The 
Citadel,  was  soon  incorporated  with  it,  and 
had  for  its  special  function  the  instruction 
and  training  of  the  recruits  forming  what  was 
known  as   the   Fourth   Class. 

The  first  class,  numbering  six  men,  was 
graduated  in  1846.  C  C.  Tew,,  the  first  honor 
man  of  his  class,  and  proto- graduate  of  the 
institution,  afterwards  founded  the  Hilsboro 
Military  Academy,  North  Carolina,  was  col- 
onel of  North  Carolina  troops  in  the  Confed- 
erate Army,  and  was  killed  at  Sharpsburg, 
September,  1862,  while  commanding  Ander- 
son's  brigade. 

The  value  to  the  State  of  the  military  train- 
ing given  at  The  Citadel  is  strikingly  shown 
by  the  fact  that,  of  the  two  hundred  and 
forty  graduates  before  the  close  of  the  War 
Between  the  States,  about  two  hundred  were 
officers"  in  the  Confederate  service,  and  forty- 
three  laid  down  their  lives  upon  the  battle- 
field. The  list  of  Citadel  officers  in  that 
great  conflict  is  an  honor  roll  of  which  any 
institution   may  well  be  proud. 

There  are  two  dates  in  the  history  of  the 
State  Military  Academies  which  mark  the 
boundaries   of   this   greatest   military   struggle 
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of  the  century.  Between  January  9,  1861. 
and  May  9,  1865,  what  a  tragic  history  was 
enacted ! 

On  the  former  date,  Maj.  P.  F.  Stevens, 
Superintendent  and  a  graduate  of  The  Citadel, 
in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Citadel 
Cadets  manning  a  battery  of  24-pounds  on 
Morris  Island  drove  off  the  steamer  "The 
Star  of  the  West,"  which  was  attempting  the 
relief  of  Fort  Sumter — thus*  firing  the  first 
hostile  shot  of  the  war. 

On  the  latter  date,  Capt.  J.  P.  Thomas, 
Superintendent  of  The  Arsenal,  and  also  a 
graduat'e  of  The  Citadel,  with  the  cadets  of 
his  command,  had  a  skirmish  with  Stone- 
man's  raiders,  near  Williamston,  £?.  C,  thus* 
firing  the  last  shot  of  the  war  delivered  by 
any  organized  body  of  troops  east  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi  River. 

At  the  present  time,  the  corps?  of  cadet's 
has  an  annual  drill  for  the  "Star  of  the 
West"  medal,  a  handsome  trophy  for  the 
best  drilled  cadet  of  the  corps,  presented  to 
#he  institution  many  years  ago  by  Dr.  B.  H. 
Teague,  a  veteran  of  the  war.  This  medal 
gets  its  name  from  a  piece  of  oak  wood,  in 
the  form  of  a  srtar,  taken  from,  the  historic 
vessel. 

At  the  fall  of  Charleston,  in  February, 
1865,  The  Citadel  was  occupied  by  Federal 
troops.  The  corps  of  cadets  was  at  that 
time  in  the  field  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
State,  and  never  returned  to  the  institution, 
which  cont'inued  in  the  hands  of  the  United 
States  military  authorities,  in  sopite  of  the 
best  effort  of  the  State  to  recover  it,  until 
1881. 

In  that'  year,  Governor  Hagood  said  in  his 
annual  message  to  the  General  Assembly. 
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"The  State  Military  Academy  at  Charles- 
ton has  been  suspended  in  its  operations  since 
the  .late  Civil  War.  This  has  been  due  to 
the  fact  that'  the  building  known  as  The 
Citadel,  in  which  it  has  its  seat,  has  been 
since  the  close  of  the  war  in  the  possession 
of  the  United  States  authorities,  and  has 
been  used  by  them  until  recently  as  a  mili- 
tary post. 

"It  is  understood  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  now  prepared  to  restore  it  to  the 
custody  of  the  State.  It  is  desirable  that 
this  property  be  recovered,  and  again  devoted 
to  the  purpose  of  higher  education,  in  the 
facilities  for  which  our  needs  are  greater 
than   the  source  of   supply. 

"A  measure  will  probably  be  submitted  to 
you  at  this  session  to  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose and  you  will  permit  mt  to  say  that,  in 
my  judgment,  it  is  now  practicable  to  reopen 
the  school,   and  it  ought  to  be  done." 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  reopening  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  approved  Jan- 
uary 31,    1882. 

The  Citadel  was  reopened  on  October  1, 
1882,  with  189  cadets,  and  has  been  in  con- 
tinuous and  successful  operation  ever  since. 

In  1910,  the  Legislature  fixed  the  title  of 
the  institution  as  "The  Citadel,  The  Mili- 
tary College  of  South  Carolina." 

In  1918,  the  City  of  Charleston  offered  the 
St'ate  a  magnificent  tract  of  nearly  200  acres 
of  land  adjacent  to  Hampton  Park,  and  beau- 
tifully situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Ashley 
River,  for  a  "Greater  Citadel."  The  Legis- 
lature accepted  the  offer  and  made  in  1919 
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and  1920  appropriations  for  the  necessary 
buildings. 

On  September  20,  1922,  the  college  opened 
in  its  commodious  new  quarters,  which  had 
been  provided  at  a  cost  of  more  than  a  mil- 
lion dollars.  The  facilities  in  laboratories  and 
classrooms  have  been  largely  increased,  dor- 
mitory accommodations  have  been  enlarged 
40  per  cent,  and  ample  and  beautiful  grounds 
for  all  military  work  and  athletic  activities 
have    been    provided. 

The  "Mary  Bennett  Murray  Hospital," 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  by  a  public-spir- 
ited citizen  of  Charleston,  was  presented  to 
the  college  in  1923,  and  is'  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  well-equipped  infirmaries  in  the 
South.  In  this  year,  also,  the  Alumni  Gym- 
nasium was  erected  with  a  fund  of  $50,000, 
subscribed   by   graduates   and   former  cadets. 

During  the  year  1926  a  new  dormitory  was 
constructed  to  accommodate  350  additional 
cadets.  This*  building  is  called  "Andrew  B. 
Murray  Barracks,"  in  honor  of  the  citizen  of 
Charleston  who  generously  contributed  half 
the  cost  of  construction. 

In  the  year  1927  two  faculty  houses  were 
constructed  on  the  campus,  one  for  the  presi- 
dent, and  the  other,  containing  four  apart- 
ments, for  the  commandant,  the  quartermas- 
t'er,  and  two  of  the  professors.  Most  of  the 
professors  have  quarters  in  the  Old  Citadel 
at    Marion    Square.

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:     OUR  MILITARY  RECORD 

The  Citadel,  The  Military  College  of  South 
Carolina,  although  at  first  established  as  a 
depository  for  arms  and  munitions  of  war, 
is  now  a  college  that  ranks  high  in  both  its 
military  and  academic  lines  of  nstruction. 
While  the  academic  duties  of  the  cadets  have 
military  and  academic  lines  of  instruction, 
has  become  a  college,  it  has  a  military  record 
of  which  it,  or  any  other  institution,  may 
well  be  proud.  Since  the  establishment  of  the 
college  in  1842,  the  Citadel  alumni  and 
cadets  have  played  prominent  parts  in  the 
history  of  the  state,  and  indeed  in  some 
case,  important  parts  in  the  history  of  the 
nation.  Their  services  were  invaluable  to 
their  state  in  that  deadly  struggle,  the  War 
Between  the  States ;  and  invaluable  to  the 
nation  in  the  latter  and  fiercer  conflict,  The 
World  War.  The  list  of  Citadel  officers  in 
both  of  these  wars  is  an  honor-roll  of  which 
any  institution  of  instruction,  and  any  state, 
should  be  proud.  Citadel  men  have  fought 
for  the  state  on  the  field  of  battle,  they  have 
f6ught  for  the  state  in  time  of  peace,  and 
they  are  still  fighting  and  will  continue  to 
fight  with  all  their  might  for  the  good  of  the 
state  and  nation. 

The  training  which  the  cadets  receive  has 
met  the  heartiest*  commendation  of  the  War 
Department,  which  has  for  many  years  rated 
the  institution  as  a  'Distinguished  College/' 
The  value  of  the  training  to  the  country  is 
recognized  by  the  government,  which  fur- 
nishes expensive  equipment  and  details  com- 
petent army  officers  for  the  instruction  of 
the  Cadets  in  the  Infantry  and  Artillery 
Units  of  the  Reserve  Officers*  Training  Corps. 
The   worth   while   of   this   instruction    in   the 
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duties  of  the  soldier,  the  science  of  war,  the 
evolution  of  the  line,  and  the  duties  of  com- 
missioned officers,  is  shown  by  the  actions  of 
the  men  in  actual  combat. 

The  complete  and  generous  education  which 
the  cadets  receive  at  the  Citadel  fits  them 
to  perform  skillfully  and  justly  all  the  of- 
fices of  a  citizen,  both  private  and  public, 
in  time  of  peace  and  in  time  of  war.  The 
regular  habit's,  the  attention  to  duty,  the  ob- 
edience to  authority,  and  the  love  of  order 
instilled  into  the  cadets  enable  them  to  live 
lives  of  value  and  worth  to  mankind.  The 
Citadel  releases  men  into  the  world  who  are 
proud  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and  the  Citadel 
has  certainly  had  every  reason  to  be  proud 
of   its  alumni.

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MAJOR   SPORTS 

Although  much -stress  is  laid  on  all  branches 
of  athletics  at  the  Citadel,  football,  basket- 
ball, baseball,  and  boxing  are  considered  the 
major  s»ports.  These  are  tne  branches  in 
which  the  Citadel  is  most  noted,  especially 
the  first  two.  When  a  maximum  of  develop- 
ment, or  a  near  maximum  of  development, 
is  reached  in  these  sports,  greater  emphasis 
will    be  placed   upon   the  now   minor  sports. 

FOOTBALL 

With  only  a  Skeleton  of  the  1927  varsity 
to  work  with  as  a  nucleus,  Coach  Carl  Frause 
succeeded  in  doing  what,  most  probably,  no 
other  coach  in  this  section  could  have  done. 
He  worked  up  one  of  the  strongest  teams  the 
Citadel  has  had  in  years.  Surely  he  had  the 
most   spirited   team   in   the   State. 

The  season  opened  in  Charleston,  Stetson 
University  of  Deland,  Florida,  being  the  op- 
ponent. With  an  entire  new,  inexperienced 
team,  the  Citadel  showed  herself  invulnerable 
and  rode  through  the  "Hatters"  to  a  39-0 
victory. 

Newberry  could  offer  little  better  oppo- 
sition the  following  week,  and  the  Bull  Dogs, 
with  the  fleet-footed  Duval  leading  the  way 
with  long  end  runs  for  touchdowns,  scored 
a  32-6  win.  This  game  proved  the  true  ability 
of  the  Citadel  backs  to  score  touchdowns. 
They  were  very  light,  but  their  speed  was 
remarkable. 

Davidson  proved  a  real  test  for  the  Citadel 
football  warriors,  for  theirs  waa  a  strong, 
veteran  team,,  which  knew  how  to  fight.  The 
Bull  Dogs  finally  came  from  behind,  how- 
ever, and  came  put  of  the  battle  with  the 
score    26-12    in   their    favor.      Again    "Hiney" 
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Duval  was  the  chief  offensive  threat  for  the 
Citadel,  scoring  two  touchdows  on  long  off- 
tackle  runs.  Howie  also  contributed  much  to 
the   victory. 

The  Blue  and  White  found  Erskine  much 
stronger  than  the  papers?  predicted,  and  were 
satisfied  with  a  two-touchdown  victory  over 
the  Seceders.  A  blocked  punt  by  Morgan  and 
a  forward  pass  netted  the  fourteen  points.  At 
this  point  in  the  season,  Citadel  had  won 
four    games,   and   their    record   was    clean. 

Then  came  the  big  day  in  the  athletic  year 
— the  trip  to  Orangeburg  where  the  Bull 
Dogs'  annually  meet  the  Carolina  Gamecocks. 
Carolina,  with  victories  over  Chicago,  Mary- 
land, and  Virginia,  was  "doped"  to  rip  the 
Bull  Dogs  to  shreds,  but  the  Citadel  fight- 
ing spirit  prevented  any  such  outcome.  iWith 
unbelieveable  determination  and  tenacity,  the 
Bull  Dogs  fought  off  defeat  and  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  game  carried  the  fight  to  the 
opponents  to  win  a  tie  with  the  much-praised 
Gamecock.  It  was  a  moral  victory  for  the 
Citadel. 

The  following  week,  the  varsity  went  to 
Greenville  to  meet  the  famous)  Purple  Hurri- 
cane. But  the  Wind  was  too  strong  for  the 
cadets,  and  the  game  slipped  from  their 
hands.  Furman  won  by  a  score  of  13-0.  Even 
in  defeat,  the  Citadel  defense  was  the  bright 
spot  in  the  game. 

Defeat  seemed  to  hang  on,  for  Mercer 
University  was  to  administer  a  .7-0  thrash- 
ing soon  afterward.  The  Citadel  lost  when 
it  missed  several  opportunities  to  score  by  a 
slight  margin.  A  fumble  and  a  penalty  gave 
the   Bears  their   lone   touchdown    and   victory. 

By   losing   to   Wofford   the    Cadets   lost   the 
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State  Title.  The  final  score  was  9-7.  An 
attempted  pass  from  behind  the  goal  line 
with  the  score  7-7  in  the  closing  minutes  of 
the  same  proved  disastrous  for  the  Citadel. 
The  pass  was  blocked  and  the  ball  recovered 
behind  the  goal  line  for  a  safety.  The  game 
was  a  most  thrilling  one  throughout. 

The  Bull  Dogs  returned  to  Charleston  #  to 
again  place  themselves  on  the  winning  side. 
"With  Tom  Howie  pointing  the  way,  they 
swept  away  to  a  25-0  victory  over  P.  C.  The 
Citadel  scoring  machine,  idle  for  three  weeks, 
got  started  again  in  that  contest  and  for 
the  remainder  of  the  reason  was  never  to  be 
halted. 

Came  Homecoming  Day,  December  8,  and 
a  most  glorious  day  that  as  for  the  Citadel. 
Clemson  brought  to  Charleston  an  all-star 
team  boasting  an  enviable  record.  The  Tiger, 
according  to  the  newspaper  "dope",  would 
win  by  at'  least  three  touchdowns.  But  on 
that  day  the  Spirit  of  the  Corps  and  the 
team's  characteristic  fighting  spirit  were  at 
their  best.  A  32-yard  run  by  Tom  Howie 
through  the  center  of  the  Clemson  line  on 
the  very  first  play  of  the  game  proved  the 
beginning  of  the  Tiger's  downfall.^  Before 
many  minutes  had  passed,  the  Citadel  had 
scored  two  touchdowns.  The  final  count  was 
Citadel  12,  Clems-ton  7.  Thus  ended  the  sea- 
son, and  a  most!  brilliant  ending  it  was.  The 
Corps  of  Cadets  and  Alumni  took  over  the 
keys  of  the   City   of   Charleston. 

The  varsity  men  who  have  been  outstanding 
in  the  year's  play  and  who  will  be  lost  by 
graduation  are:  Capt.  Dick  King,  All-State 
end;  Tom  Howie,  Hiney  Duval,  Billy  Willard, 
George  Weeks  and  Sam  Wideman.  Others 
who    were    the    mainstays    of    the    '28    varsity 
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are:  Billy  Morgan,  Capt.- Elect,  Oglesby,  Par- 
rott,  Roberts,  Skelton,  Wilson,  Appleby,  Car- 
lisle,   Gray,    Hobbs    and    Johnson. 


BASKETBALL 


The  1929  basketball  season  was  the  most 
successful  in  several  years,  the  Blue  and 
White  quint  going  through  with  twelve  vic- 
tories and  four  losses  tb_win  the  undisputed 
State  Title.  The  varsity  squad  was  com- 
posed of  the  following  men :  Tiedeman, 
Dwight,  Weeks,  Johnson,  Willard  (Captain), 
Carter,  Epps,  Daniel,  Rogers,  Chapman  and 
Holland. 

The  only  defeats  which  the  Bull  Dogs  suf- 
fered came  at  the  hands  of  Mercer,  Clemson, 
and  Furman.  The  Mercer  Bears  exhibited 
the  fastest*,  smoothest  team  seen  in  Charles- 
ton in  quite  a  long  time.  In  the  lineup  were 
two  former  all- southern  high  school  stars, 
Mallard  and  Campbell,  a  combination  which 
performed  brilliantly  in  each  contest.  On  the 
tip-state  trip  the  Bull  Dogs  were  beaten  by 
the  Tigers  after  a  close  battle,  the  final 
score  being  35-33.  The  Purple  Hurricanei, 
met  in  Greenville  on  the  following  night, 
proved  too  strong  for  the  Citadel  quint  and 
walked  away  with  a  37-25  victory. 

Johnson  and  Tiedeman  vied  with  each  other 
for  scoring  honors,  the  former  winning  by  a 
slight  margain.  The  work  of  Capt.  Willard 
and  George  Weeks  was  outstanding,  and 
Epps  held  down  the  standing  guard  position 
to  perfection.

With 
Suber  as  captain  and  a  wealth  of  material 
from  last  year's?  varsity  and  Freshman 
Squads,  the  1929  edition  of  the  Bull  Dog 
nine  will,  no  doubt,  be  the  most  successful 
yet  to  assemble. 
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BOXING 

This  season  has  witnessed  the  conversion  of 
boxing  at  the  Citadel  into  a  major  sport. 
The  services  of  Coaches  Matthews  and  "Boots" 
Smith  were  secured,  and  will  be  secured  from 
now  on.  With  a  husky  lot'  of  men  to  work 
with,  these  Veteran  coaches  selected  a  team 
which  won  two  matches  and  lost  two.  Caro- 
lina and  Clemson  won  by  scores  of  5-2  and 
4-3  respectively,  while  the  Bull  Dogs  defeat- 
ed P.  C  and  College  of  Charleston.  In  the 
heavyweight  division,  Polk  Skelton,  195 
=pduind  Savannah  lad  and  regular  center  on 
the  football  team,  distiguished  himself.  He 
gained  two  knockouts  for  the  season  and 
lost  only  one,  that  being  to  Harry  Wolfe, 
Southern  Conference  Champion,  on  a  judge'* 
decision,  Ogfeeby,  of  Charleston,  wrought 
havoc    in    the    light    heavyweight    division. 

John  Carlisle,  of  Greenville,  was  the  mid- 
dleweight ;  Tom  Howie,  of  Abbeville,  the  wel- 
terweight ;  Judson  Sanders*,  of  Lakeland, 
Fla.,  lightweight;  Albert  Barnes,  of  Walter- 
boro,  featherweight,  and  "Firpo"  Oswald,  of 
Allendale,    batamweight. 

A  large  Freshman  squad  was  organized, 
and  the  contenders  for  the  various  divisions 
pitted  against  the  upperclass'  boxers  in  a 
great  tournament  which  lasted  a  week.  Next 
year,  the  "Rats"  will  have  a  team  which  will 
meet  the  first  year  teams  of  a  number  of 
-the  colleges  of  the  State.  The  "manly  Art 
of  self  defense"  has  a  large  following  at  the 
Citadel,  and  next  year  will  find  it  carried 
-out  on  a  truly  large  scale.

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MINOR    SPORTS 

Although  football,  basketball,  baseball  and 
boxing  occupied  the  most'  conspicious  positions 
on  the  Citadel  athletic  stage  during  the 
1928-29  school  year,  those  sports  which  ath- 
letic authorities  are  pleased  to  class  as 
minor,  wcfuld  by  no  means  be  regarded  as  a 
part'  of  the  background.  It  is  generally  ac- 
knowledged within  collegiate  circles  that  ath- 
letics form  a  very  vital  part  of  the  school 
curriculum.  Since  it  is  impossible  for  all 
students  to  take  part  in  the  major  sports 
and  since  there  are  many  who  are  especially 
proficient  in  tennis,  etc.,  who  cannot  play 
football  or  baseball,  the  minor  sports  serve  a 
double  purpose — a  much  larger  percentage  of 
student's  are  permitted  to  take  part  in  ath- 
letics ;  and  much  additional  enthusiasm  is 
aroused  by  the  contents  both  within  school 
and  with  other  colleges. 

On  account  of  the  military  system  at  the 
Citadel,  which  does  not  permit'  cadets  to 
spend  their  spare  time  in  the  afternoons  up 
town  or  elsewhere,  they  naturally  turn  to 
such  sports  as  tennis,  golf  and  other  minor 
sports  for  amusement.  Consequently,  there 
is  much  interest  and  keen  competition  on  the 
pjart  of  the  various  cadets  for  positions  on 
the  teams. 


TENNIS 


Tennis  has  undoubtedly  assumed  a  com- 
manding  position  with  regards  to  minor 
sports  at  the  Citadel.  It  is  probable  that 
more  interest*  was  manifest  during  the  1928- 
29  season  than  ever  before.  This  was  due  per- 
haps to  the  fact  that  the  courts  on  the 
Citadel    campus    were    entirely    worked    over 
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and  resurfaced  during  the  spring  of  1929 ; 
and  that*  the  courts  at  the  Municipal  Sta- 
dium are  only  a  co)uple  of  blocks  from  school. 
Each  year  a  tournament  is  held  to  deter- 
mine the  cadets  who  are  to  compose  the 
Citadel  tennis  team.  As*  was  the  case  with 
major  sport's,  the  prevalence  of  underclass- 
men on  the  team  was  evident.  At  the  time 
of  writing,  the  tennis  team  had  been  chosen 
but  the  season  had  not  been  completed.  Frank 
Porter,  veteran  of  past  court  matches,  was 
captain  of  the  1929  team.  Those  who  com- 
posed the  team  were  Cadets  Steele,  Plaxico, 
Northum,  Farr  and  Bill  Curran,  manager. 
There  is  no  doubt  .that  tennis  at  the  Citadel 
is  a  game  with  a  future. 

SWIMMING   AND   TRACK 

Swimming  and  track  at  the  Citadel  during 
years  past  aroused  quite  a  bit'  of  interest  not 
only  within  the  college,  but  als«o  on  the  out- 
side. However,  due  to  the  addition  of  box- 
ing as  a  major  sport  and  the  concentration 
of  interest  and  finances  toward  the  promo- 
tion of  the  more  important  athletics,  those 
cadets  who  are  adapted  to  the  tank  and  the 
cinder  path  were  forced  t'o  remain  idle.  It 
is  very  probable,  however,  that  these  im- 
portant sports  will  occupy  a  prominent 
position   on    the   athletic   calendar   of    1929-30. 

GOLF 

That  there  is  much  interest  in  golf  at  the 
Citadel  can  readily  b,e  seen  from  the  fact 
that  every  day  that  the  weather  permits — 
and  bad  weather  is  seldom  a  hinderance  to 
anything  at  the  Citadel — any  number  of 
cadets  may  be  seen  driving  their  golf  balls 
about  the  campus  and  parade  grounds.   There 
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is  no  regular  golf  course  at  the  Citadel  but 
the  campus  terrain  is  well  suited  for  practice 
in  the  sport.  Perhaps  in  the  near  future, 
there    will  be,  a    Citadel    Golf   Team. 

INDOOR   BASEBALL 

Each  spring,  much  interest  is  manifest  in 
the  annual  indoor  baseball  tournament  which 
is  sposored  by  the  "Y".  Since  the  first  tour- 
nament! in  1927,  each  company,  the  band  and 
the  staff  have  had  teams  which  contended 
for  the  championship  Banner  presented  by 
the    "Y'\ 

The  Band  with  Co.  "C"  as  a  runner  up, 
took  the  pennant  in  1927.  In  1928,  "C" 
Company  defeated  "D"  Company  for  the 
title.  Co.  "Cs9  defeated  "B"  Company  for 
the  1929  title. 

The  games  are  played  out  of  doors  and  af- 
ford much  amusement  and  exercise  for  the 
cadets  who  take  part.  The  tournament  is 
merely  a  climax,  while  the  game  is  enjoyed 
for  a  number  of  weeks  both  before  and 
after. 

VOLLEY   BALL 

The  "Y"  also  makes  it  possible  for  many 
cadets  to  engage  in  Volley  Ball  on  the  courts 
behind  Murray  Barracks.  Although  volley 
ball  at  the  Citadel  is  maintained  merely  as  a 
pastime,  it  attracts  much  interest  on  the 
part  of  many  cadets.

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INTERPRETATION   OF  REGULATIONS 

The  following  is  a  list  of  interpretations  of 
regulations  accepted  by  the  corps  of  cadets. 
The  high  spirit  of  honor  of  the  corps'  demands 
that  these  be  maintained: 

1.  "All  Right  Sir"  on  coming  on  sen- 
tinel's post.  After  reporting  "All  right  sir" 
on  coming  on  sentinels'  posts,  one  cannot 
break  barracks  or  visit;  i.  e.,  if  you  are  going 
to  the  latrine  or  other  authorized  place  on 
authorized  business,  and  some  one  calls  you  as 
you  pass  his  room,  you  can  find  out  what  he 
want's,  (this  is  punishable  by  military  author- 
ity), or  if  you  are  in  the  latrine  or  anywhere 
else  on  authorized  business,  you  may  talk  to 
other  boys  after  you  have  finished.  One  can- 
not throw  things  on  the  quadrangle  after  re- 
porting "All  right  sir."  One.  cannot  report 
and  go  to  t'he  cadet  canteen  to  get  things  dur- 
ing unauthorized  hours.  Loitering  is  military 
offffense. 

NOTE — After  a  cadet  reports,  this  report 
holds  good  until  he  returns  to  his  room. 

2.  The  report  "All  right  sir"  at  the  in- 
spection of  the  first  relief  means  that  all 
occupants  of  the  room  are  in,  or  officially 
absent,  and  that  no  one  is  visiting  in  the 
room. 

3.  At  the  inspection  of  the  second  and 
third  relief,  the  report  means  that  no  one  is 
visiting  in  the  room.     , 

4.  When  a  sentinel  reports  "All  is  well," 
on  being  relieved,  this  means  that  he  has 
reported  all  cadets,  who  are  any  time  during 
his  tour  of  duty,  have  vis&ed  across  his  post 
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in  so  far  as  he  knows*;  also  that  he  has  re- 
quired all  cadets  to  report'  "All  right,  sir" 
on  coming  on  his  post  and  has  reported  all 
those  who  failed  to  do  so ;  aso  that  he  has 
made  the  required  inspections  and  has  re- 
ported all  cadets  visiting  at  those  times.  In 
case  of  the  first  relief  it  also  means  that  he 
has  reported  all  unofficial  absentees.  In 
cas>e  the  lights  are  off  ia  any  room,  a  sen- 
tinel  is  required  to  turn  them  on  and  in- 
spect the  room,  to  see  that  no  one  is  visiting 
i'here.  "All  night  sir'*  or  any  deceiving  report 
is  a  violation  of  the  honor  code. 

5.  DANCE  LEAVE.  When  a  cadet  re- 
ports "All  right  sir"  when  returning  from  a 
dance,  he  signifies  that  he  has  complied  with 
the  following  rules*: 

a.  That  he  was  at  the  dance  at  12  midnight 
and  that  he  did  not  thereafter  leave  the  dance 
except  to  return  to  the  Citadel  or  as  covered 
in  "b"  below. 

b.  If  a  cadet  has  a  lady  at  a  dance,  he 
has  one  hour  after  the  dance  breaks  up  to 
use  as  he  sees  fit,  or  if  he  leaves  before  the 
dance  is  over,  he  must  report  back  by  the 
end  of  general  leave,  or  one  hour  after  he 
leaves?  the  dance,  as  the  case  may  be.  If 
the  cadet  does  not  have  a  lady  at  the  dance, 
he  has  15  minutes  after  the  dance  is  over. 
He  can  use  this  15  minutes  to  return  to  bar- 
racks. 

6.  A  cadet  having  a  car  may  report  on 
using  dance  leave  "with  lady',  in  order  to 
carry   another   couple  to  a  dance. 

7.  A  cadet  in  charge  of  any  detail  is  honor 
bound  to  report  for  that  detail. 
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8.  Any  man  receiving  a  report  officially  is 
honor  bound  to  enter  the  report. 

9.  In  event  of  any  member  of  the  guard, 
regardless  of  the  capacity  in  which  he  is 
serving,  admitting  cadets  through  any  sally- 
port', he  is  on  his  honor  to  report  the  time 
of  the  arrival   of  such  cadets. 

10.  Sentinels  shall  be  on  their  honor  to  re- 
port breaches   of  the   following  offenses: 

a.  Visiting  across  sentinel's  post. 

b.  Unable  to  report  on  gallery. 

e.  He  shall  challenge  all  cadets  corning  on 
his  post  at  all  times  and  report'  all  disorder. 

11.  The  Officer  of  the  Day  and  Officers  of 
the  Guard  are  on  their  honor  to  report  all 
violations  of  regulations  which  come  under 
their  observation,  except  in  the  following 
case:  when  an  Officer  of  the  Day  or  Officer 
of  the  Guard  goes  tto  his  room  at  any  time 
other  than  an  official  inspection,  he  is  not 
honor  bound  to  report  his  roommate  for  a 
breach    of     regulations     committed     in     their 


NOTE— The  Officer  of  the  Day  and  Officers 
of  the  Guard  are  on  their  honor  to  report 
any  violation  of  regulations  outside  of  their 
room  which  they  may  see  while  in  their  room.
